FROM THE ALABAMA 
ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGE 
CONTROL BOARD 

LEGISLATIVE ALERT 
"You Booze, You Lose" Becomes 
Law! 

During the 1995 legislative session, a bill, 
we hope is of interest to you and your 
student body, was passed and has become 
Alabama Act #95-766. This amendment to 
the Alabamam alcoholic beverage licensing 
code states that, "It shall be unlawful ... to 
attempt to purchase, to purchase, consume, 
possess, or to transport any alcoholic 
beverages within the state ..." and, "It shall 
be unlawful ... for a person under the age of 
21 years to knowingly use or attempt to use 
a false, forged, deceptive, or otherwise 
nongenuine driver's license to obtain or 
attempt to obtain alcoholic beverages within 
this state." Any violation of this law is a 
misdemeanor punishable by a fine of not less 
than $50.00 nor more than $500.00. In 
addition, the court or judge trying the case 
may add up to three months of 
imprisonment in the county jail or hard labor 
for the county. 

UPON CONVICTION, THE 
OFFENDER’S DRIVER'S LICENSE WILL 
BE SURRENDERED TO THE JUDGE 
FOR A PERIOD OF THREE TO SIX 
MONTHS. The Alabama Department of 
Public Safety will be notified so that the 
suspension of the license can be enforced. 
This includes convictions in juvenile court or 
und^r the Youthful Offender Act.
